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SHAFFER IS SATISFIED 
WITH THE SITUATION 
OF HIS STRIKING ARMY 


e Says Things Are Much Better 


Than He Anticipated 
Or Could Desire 


HO GROUND HAS: BEEK 
LOST BY STEEL WORKERS 


‘Amalgamated Association Increasing 
in Membership Daily and the 
Men Are Firm—More Mi®s 
‘Idle — Firemen Lobe 
Their Fight. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 21.—The important 
event of the strike history of the day is 
the organization of the workers at Mc- 
Keesport. The word from there tonight 
is that after long and arduous work As- 
sistant Secretary Tighe, of the Amal- 
gumated Association, succeeded in organ- 
izing 125 men of the National Tube 
Works Company. At the meeting twen- 
ty-five skilled men from each of the de- 
partments were initiated into the mys- 
teries of the Amalgamated Association, 
and Mr. Tighe claims that within forty- 
eight hours enough workmen will be se- 
cured to keep the entire plant closed 
- Gown, affecting 9,000 men. \ 

From Wellsville nothing has been re- 
ccived here except that the situation is 
unchangea and the strikers say every- 
thing is satisfactory to them. It is be- 
lieved, however, that an attempt will be 
mude tomorrow to put men to work there 
from other points. 

The ten men from Vandergrift, who are 
said to be at East Livérpool, ready to go 
in early in the day, are the principal men 
relied upon for the purpose. 

While the strikers say they will not 
commit any overt act, thére is an un- 
easiness of feeling manifest throughout 
the entire valley and no,one is willing to 
anticipate the result of the proposed at- 
tempt to put these men at work. 


Talk with President Shaffer. 


When seen tonight President Shaffer 
expressed himself as being more than 
satisfied with the week's results. He 
said: 

“Things are very much. better than I 
thought thev would be. More mills to 
shut down than we anticipated or could 
expect. There is more determination on 
the part of t men to aid us, morally 
and financially? and fronr other labor or- 
ganizations, and vastly more support 
from the general public than we were 
looking. for. Late tonight we received a 
‘telegram from one of our men at Dun- 
‘Cansville saying, ‘Duncansville is out!’ 
At any time within the year we could 
have formed a compact organization of 
the mill there. They have sent us doz- 
‘ens of letters and a number of telegrams 
declaring their anxiety to join our cause. 

‘“‘We have lost no ground in the mills 
thrown idle in Pittsburg. Our organizers 
at Wellsville report that after the ad- 
vent of a solitary worker there from 
Vandergrift to go into the mill on Satur- 
day, Wellsville and East Liverpool were 
scoured to find other men on a similar 
mission and found not one. I can still 
repeat what I have said before in regard 
to the non-union men taking our places. 
‘If the United States Steel Corporation 
officials can get non-union men, I will 
help lead the men into the mills.’ ”’ 

The twenty-two-inch mill at the Bos- 
ton iron ard steel plant of the National 
Tube Company at McKeesport will re- 
Sume operations in the morning, after a 
shutdown lasting three weeks. ‘1ne plant 
was closed down for repairs. A great 
many men wilil be benefited by the mill 
resuming operations, but they were all 
glad to get the three weeks’ vacation. 

The situation as to the Dewees-Wood 
plant remains unchanged. Various rumors 
were in circulation throughout the town 
during the afternoon and evening to the 
effect that the mills would try to resume 
operations tomorrow, but they could not 
be confirmed. The company officials per- 
sist in their refusal to name the date for 
resumption. 


FIREMEN LOSING IN TIGHT. 


Willing To Return if Given Their 
Old Places. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 21.—The station- 
ary firemen’s strike has practically col- 
lapsed. At a conference here today be- 
tween the executive board of the United 
Mine Workers and the striking firemen 
committees were appointed to wait on 
the coal companies, and if the éstrikers 
are taken back the strike will be de- 
clared off. 

At today’s conference the United Mine 


Workers were represented by twenty-six 
of their district officers and the Sta- 
tionary Firemen’s Association by Presi- 
dent Mullahy and four others. The re- 
ports of the mine workers said their men 
were opposed to the strike and that it 
Was inopportune at this time. It was 
detrimental to the miners who were un- 
der agreement with the operators to re- 
main at work for one vear. and if the 
United Mine Workers remained out it 
would mean the sacrifice of the good will 
of the coal operators. 

Secretary, Gerrity spoke for the fire- 
men and the sacrifices that had been 
meade for true union principles. He said 
the strike had been declared by the 
unanimous vote of 200 delegates. 

It was plain from the discussion that 
the United Mine Workers were over- 
whelmingly against the continuance of 
the strike. The firemen realized this and 
they submitted the following questions 
to the United Mine Workers: 

1. Will you withdraw all men of your 
organization from our positions if strike 
is declared off? , 

2. Will you use your influence to have 
all. engineers and others reinstated to 
their former positions if the strike is de- 
clared off? 

3. Will you allow us to meet the United 
Mine Workers in.joint conference and 
, to present grievances at the same time? 

To the first two questions, an affirma- 
tive reply was given. To the third this 

reply was made: . 

“Yes, if you join the United Mine Work-

Mary E. Dickens surprised half a dozen 
men in John Beachler’s policy shop here 
last night, and before the latter recovered 
their composure, she smashed a policy 
wheel with a hatchet. Her boys had 
,fambled in the place. She threatens to 
Smash all policy shops in the city unless 
the authorities shall close them. 

Fort Scott Saloons Closed. 

Fort Scott, Kans., July 21.—The district 
court has issued an injunction ordering 
all saioons in town closed, and it has 
been obeyed. The order came as a result 
of evidence by three local ministers and 
several church members, who visited the 
different saloons and bought whisky and 
beer. Suit will be brought egainst each 
keeper and the owner of the buildings 
used for saloon purposes for violating the 
Herrell law, passed by the last legis- 
lature. 


NEGRO KILLS WHITE WOMAN. 


Tragedy. Occurred in Boston—The 
Negro’s Story. , 


Boston, July 21.—At the threshold of 
her own apartment, In the Hotel Rexford, 
on Bulfinch street. Mrs. Alice R. Crowell 
was tonight shot and killed by Benjamin 
H. Brown, colored. who gave himself up 
and confessed the crime. 

Mrs. Crowell was the wife of a mem- 
ber of the fire department, but Brown 
claims that he was on terms of intimacy 
with her and that he killed her on ac- 
count of a quarrel. So great was the 
man’s rage that he fired six shots, more 
than once pressing the revolver against 
her neck as he sent bullet after bullet in 
her head. 
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The firemen issued a statement to the 
effect that if any men were not rein- 
stated they would continue the strike to 
the end. 


SPLIT AMONG MACHINISTs. 


Faction Against Calling Off the 
. Strike in Minority. 


Scranton, Pa., July 21.—There is a split 
in the machinists’ union as a result of 
yesterday’s special meeting. Yesterday 
at the regular meeting it was decided to 
continue the fight. The Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western railroad men want- 
ed to declare the strike off, but the Allis- 
Chalmers men _  out-voted them. Ye%- 
terday’s special mgeting was called in 
the morning for 8 o’clock !{n the after- 
noon. It was attended by few of the 
Allis-Chalmceags men and as a consequence 
those in favor of capitulating were in 
the majority. The Allis-Chalmers men 
say they will not go back to work to- 
morrcw. They believe the Allis-Chalmers 
men in Chicago are ging to win, and that 
by staying out till they do win they will 
share in whatever concessions are secured 
by their Chicago brethren. 

Senator J. C. Vaughan went to New 
York today at the request of the strik- 
ing car builders to see President Trues- 
dale and make an effort to arrange some 
satisfactory terms for the settlement of 
the strike. 


BAKERS GO OUT ON A STRIKE. 


There Are Chances for a Bread Fam- 
ine in Charleston. 
Charleston, 8S. C., July 21.—(Special.,—A 
strike in every bakery in Charleston 
where union labor was employed océ¢urred 
today. The men refused to work tonight 
because the owners of the bakeries re- 
fused to sign an agreement regulating a 
new scale of wages and many of the ées- 
tablishmenfS will we unable to furnish 
bread tomorrow. The price, it is an- 
nounced, may be increased for the con- 
sumers. Efforts to seek a settlement by 
arbitration have failed and orders have 

been sent to other cities for new inen.

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Washington, July 21.—The weather bu- 
reau tonight issued the following bulletin: 
Practically the entire country was cover- 
ed ty hot wave today. except the imme- 
diate Pacific ccast. and in the states of 
Iowa, Missouri and Illinois nearly ali 
previous records were exceeded. The 
maximum temperature line of 100 degrees 
encircles the entire great corn belt. At 
Davenport and Dubuque, Iowa, and at 
Springfield. Ill., the maximum tempera- 
tures of 106 degrees were 2 degrees above 
the highest previous record, while at St. 
Louls the maximum of 106 has heen 
equaled but once. before, on August 12, 
1881. At Chicago the meximum of 102 
cegr@s equals the previous high record 
of July 10th of the present year, In the 
states of Iowa, Missourt and Kansas the 
duraticn of the present heated term is 
without precedent, there having been 
practically ::o interruption to tempera- 
tures of 90 or over since June 18th, 4 
period of thirty-four days. On eighteen 
days of this period the maximum tem- 
perature at Kansas City was 100 or more. 

There are as yet no indications of any 
relief from the abnormal heat. No rain 
hes fallen in the corn belt for the p&st 
three days, and none is in sight. It is, of 
course, probable that scattered local 
thunderstorms, which are always accom- 
taniments of protracted periods of heat, 
may fall at times. but no hope can be 
entertained at this time of anv general 
rains or permanent relief. 

Hottest Since 1894. 

Omaha, Nebr., July 21.—With the ex- 
ception of July 26, 1894, on which day the 
temperature reached 105 degrees, to@ay 
has been the hottest this city has ex- 
perienced in twenty-seven vears. The 
maximum was 104 8-10. There was not a 
trace of rain anywhere in this vicinity 
and what little wind there was came from 
the south and instead of being a relief 
added to the discomfort. The parks <f- 
fered not the slightest relief to the masses 
who sought cool retreats. Four prostra- 
tions were reported, 

Prostrations at Dubuque. 

Dubuque, Ia., July 21.—All high tc¢m- 
perature records dating back forty-eight 
years were broken today. At 7 a, in. §4; 
at 4 p. m., 106; at 7 p. m., 102, were the 
thermometer readings and on the street 
111 and 114 were noted. There were many 
prostrations, but no fatalities, 

Three Deaths at Kansas City. 

Kansas City, Mo., July 21.—The heat to- 
day broke all records, the temperature at 
4p. m. being 104. Thermometers on the 
street at 11 o’clock tonight record 93, “his 
is the thirty-second day of the hot spel] 
and there is no indication of a change. 
In Kansas City, Kans., three deaths from 
heat were reported today. 

Prayers for rain were offered in nearly 
all the churches in Kansas City today end 
generally throughout Kansas. 

So far as heard from no rain of any con- 
sequence has fallen in any portion of the 
drought belt in the past twenty-fdur 
hours. 

106 at St. Louis. 

St. Louts, July 21.—On this, the day that 
Governor Dockery designated for fasting 
and praying to God that the present 
drought might be broken fn Missouri, al! 
1ecords for hot weather in St. Louis were 
brcoken, the weather bureau thermometer 
on the custom house registering 198 de- 
grees. On the streets and in exposed 
places the mercury went many degrees 
higher. The record broken was that of 
106, made in the early eighties. 

As early as 7a. m., the day gave prom- 
ise of Welng unusually warm. At that 
time the thermometer registered 3 de- 
grees, and from then on until 3:30 p. m., 
the mercury steadily climbed upward 
under the ‘mpulse of a fierce sun shining 
from a cloudless sky. Hardly a breath 
of air stirred all day. The gevernor's

one of the most interesting chapters in 
his history was written. He is said to 
have has six wives in all, three of these 
are knoWn to be dead, while three are 


supposed to be alive. At the time he was 
in Atlanta Wedge claimed to have been 
married. only once and pretended to be 
greatly grieved over the death of his wife. 
He was in Atlanta at the time of the 
Cotton States and International exposi- 
tion and sold a preparation which prr- 
ported to be a substitute for a razor. 
While -here he got into trouble amd was 
sent to jafl. It is said that his crime was 
forgery. 

The events which ‘have brought Wedge 
into prominence. at this time happened in 
England on Sunday, July 14th, at which 
time Wedge took his last wife, No, 6, gut 
for a boat’fite on the Avon. By somé 
means she was thrown into the ‘water and 
was drowned. Wedge claims that in 
changing her position in the boat His wife 
lost her balance and fell overboard; that 
he made desperate efforts to save her, 
diving after her several times, but was 
unable to reach her. He claims that he 
threw her an oar, but that though she 
rose two or three times, she could not 
reach it. In his testimony before the 
coroner he contradicted himself, claim- 
ing at one time that she rose twice and 
at another that she rose three times. 
The body was found in six feet of still 
water, and competent swimmers say that 
any one could have rescued her oven if 
he could not swim. It is also stated that 
Wedge made inquiry as to when the river 
was most frequented and went out at a 
time when it was practically deserted, and 
that the morning after his wife’s death 
he wired the insurance company which 
carried a policy on her life. 

A Checkered Career. 

Wedge’s career has been a checkcred 
one. He has traveled extensively and at 
different times was engaged in occupa- 
tions of a great variety. He has lived in 
almost every state in the union and has 
been abroad many times, having made 
two trips to India. He was an individual 
of very smooth address and easily in- 
gratiated himself with nearly every cné 
with whom he was thrown. He 1s fre- 
ported as having had exceptionable abil- 
ity in making himself agreeable to the 
ladies, and, in fact, was quite a charmer, 
He was also of a very religious dispost- 
tion and known as a man of great Ciris- 
tian devotion, He has done a good amount 
of mission work and while thus engaged 
he frequently related touching incidents 
which had previously occurred both in 
his own life and in the lives of others. 
He often spoke of the great depths to 
which he had descended and showed him- 
self to all who were in sin as an cxample 
of how low a man might go and-still be 
rescued. While telling of these things he 
appeared to suffer greatly through the 
memory of his former wickedness and kis 
tearful repentance won him the symipa- 
thy of all. 

Sold Fake Preparation. 

As stated above, Wedge came to Atian- 
ta at the time of the exposition and was 
selling a preparation as a substitute for 
razors. This is said to have been a fake. 
It was made of ground glass and gum 
arabic and removed skin as well as hair. 
At this time he was quartered at the Kim. 
ball. but subsequently, on account of al- 
leged forgery, he was sent to jall. By 
some means he gained the attention of 
Barton Huff, who was here at .hat time 
in charge of the exhibit of the f£anitag 
Nut Food Company, of Battle Creek, 
Mich.. where the large Adventist sanita- 
rium is located. Huff himself is a prom- 
inent man among the Adventists, and he 
thought that he saw in Wedge 4 man, 
who was being borne down by the evil 
tide of life through no fault of his own. 
Being always: willing to help a fellow 


‘man in distress he became interested in 


Wedge and got him out of his trouble 
Wedge showed grat-. 


took a great interest in the faith of Als 
benefactor. After association with the 
Adventists he professed conversion and 
subsequently allied himself with the 
church. While affillating with the At- 
lanta Adventists he boarded with Dr. 
Charles F. Cartis, who lives at 01 Hast 
Fair street. Wedge at once took a prom- 
inent part in the mission work of the 
Adventists and was soon known @s one 
of the most prominent professors of the 
faith in the city. He strengthened his hold 
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- upon’Barton Haff, 
of the exposition Huff left the city, he 


took Wedge with him and gave him a 


. position with the Sanitas Nut Food Com- 
pany. While in their employ he married 
a Philadelphia woman, who died in the 
sanitarium at Battle Creek on account of 
@ weak heart when she was put under the 
influence of anesthetics for the purpose 
of having an operation performed. 

Wedge remained in the employ of the 
food company for about four years, 
acting as traveling saleman: As such he 
was in Atlanta about three years ago 
and sold a bill of goods to the owner of 
Ohe of the leading sanitariums in the city. 
Two years ago he was discharged by the 
food company for. financial crookedness 
and for the same reason was disfellow- 
shipped by the adventists. After this he 
was one time in Birmingham and was 
geen at the Paris exposition where he 
was employed as a spieler. This was the 
last heard of him until the events which 
recently occurred in England. 

Dr. and Mrs. Curtis Talk. 

Dr. and Mrs. Curtis with whom Wedge 
boarded while in Atlanta were seen yes- 
terday by a representative of The Con- 


sitution and talked freely as to the ac- 
tion of Wedge while in Atlanta. They 
say that Wedge claimed to be unmarried 
while here and that he said that he had 
been married only once and that he 
would never be reconciled to the loss of 
his wife; that he pretended to be very 
religious and played his part well. He 
seemed to have overdone the thing 
though, as Mrs. Curtis states that she 
became suspicious of him on account of 
his smooth and oily tongue. He was par- 
ticularly fortunate in making favorable 
impressions on young ladies and was al- 
ways quite a favorite with them. Dr. 
Curtis says that no blame can be at- 
tached to Wedge on account of the death 
of his wife at Battle Creek, as the op- 
eration was pronounced necessary 
by an eminent physician and that her 
death was altogether due to the weak- 
ness of her heart, as she was unable to 
stand the anesthetics administered. Both 
Dr. and Mrs. Curtis speak in the highest 
terms of Barton Huff and say that his 
only motive in taking up with Wedge was 
to help a man whom he believed to be 
struggling to do right. They say that 
Wedge left Atlanta with Huff and his 
wife and two old maids and have no faith 
én the story that he afterwards married 
@ woman whom he met here. 

While Wedge was strong on religion his 
long suit seems to have been 
marriage. Six times he has entered 
the state of matimony. Of 
the sixwives the first three 
quit him and are supposed to be still liv- 
ing. The last three remained with him 
and now are numbered with the dead. 
Wedge told the story of his many mar- 
riages to Barton Huff the adventist who 
picked him up in Atlanta. According to 
the story told by Wedge the following is 
true of his wives. 

Stery of the Wives. 

No. 1 was a Baltimore woman of social 

position. She and Wedge were married 
in the days when he was up in the world. 
They did not find married life happy and 
Mrs. Wedge obtained a divorce. She is 
supposed to be still in Baltimore with a 
son, twenty-eight years of age. 
‘No. 2, Wedge says, was a woman pos- 
sessed of a hasty and very high strung 
temper. She left him after two weeks of 
wedded bliss. 

No. 3 proved equally as inconstant and 
left him a few weeks after swearing to 
love, honor and obey him the rest of her 
natural life. At the time of his confes- 
sion Wedge claimed to know nothing as 
to the whereabouts of either No. 2 or 
No. 3. 

No. 4 was an Indiana woman. She was 
,drowned mysteriously in the gulf with 


. her baby. 


No. 5 was Miss Maude Kirby of Phila- 
_delIphia. She died in the Battle Creek 
sanitarium while being put.under the in- 
fluence of anesthetics for the perform- 
ance of am operation. A weak heart is 
the assigned cause. She seemed to have 
@ presentiment of death and her last 
words before losing consciousness were: 
“Blessed are the dead which die in the 
Lord from henceforth.” Dr. Curtis, of 
Atlanta, says that Wedge was in no way 
responcible for her death. 

No. 6 was the unfortunate Miss Edith 
Lydia Hoy, of Leyton, England, who was 
drowned in the Avon and whose death 
has caused the unearthing of Wedgefs 
history. 

Wedge is held in London and the af- 
fair is being fully investigated. The 
charge has been made that the wife was 
murdered for the purpose of getting the 
life insurance. Inquiries will at once be 
made as to whether he got insurance on 
the other wives or not. He was seldom 
engaged in regular business, yet he al- 
ways had plenty of money. The devel- 
opment of the case will be watched 
with great interest by Atlanta people, as 
geome of the incidents of his career in this 
city may have an important bearing on 
the future of William S. Wedge.

Against Social Clubs. 


Savannah, Ga., July 21.—(Special.)—The 
Good Government league is not satisfied 
with the work it has done for Sunday ob- 
servance among the saloon keepers and 
gamblers of Savannah. Though there has 
been many prosecutions of both no gam- 
blers have yet been convicted, though 
many yet remain to be tried. The saloon 
men, though, have caught it and the city 
was shut up as tight as wax today. Not 
a drop of liquor was to be bought.

Pall and ‘building the annex as per reso- 
lution of tha mayor and council passed 
July 16th. It is required that the work 
shall be completed by October Sth next. 
It is stipulated that the remodeling of 
the city hall and bulldine of the annex 
shall net cost over $10,000. So far as is 
known Mr. Jones is proceeding in the 
injunction matter alone, and at his indi- 
vidual expense. Of course, the mayor and 
council will do all in their power to de- 
feat the injunction. 


SMITH GOT INTO TROUBLE.

To Get Factory Operatives. 


Macon, Ga., July 21.—(Special.)—W. F. 
Emith, of Valdosta. was arrested this 
mcining and a charge made against him 
at the police station growing out of his 
éffcrts to get factory operatives in Macon 
to go to Valdosta to work in a factory 
trere. It is said that he and a com- 
panion named J, H. Bryant have been 
circulating handbills announcing that 10 
cotton mill operatives, weavers. spinners 
and cardroom helpers are wanted for th» 
mill at Valdosta, and that Smith went on 
the premises of the Bibb mill. on Ogle- 
thorpe street, and distributed handbills 
among the oreratives of this mill, which 
action, the mill management says, is 
liable to create discord, and, therefore, 
Smith should be charged with disorderly 
conduct. Furthermore, Smith had no 
city license fcr distributing handbills, and 
he may also have to answer to the charge 
of violating the license ordinance.

The regular term of the supe- 
rior court does not convene unti] next 
November. so a special term is probable 
for the purpose above mentioned.

RICE CROP WILL"BE HEAVY 


Brunswick Will Handle Great Quan 
tities This Year. 


GOOD PRICE NOW OBTAINS 


‘| Planters in Camden County Will Re- 


alize Nearly $100,000 from 
the Growth. 


Brunswick, Ga., July 21.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Rufus S. Lang, former state sena- 
tor, came down from Camden county re- 
garding the rice crop in his county, and 
says unless something unforesee~ occurs 
Camden will yield a big crop this year, 
as so far there have been no freshets or 
other backsets. Should the yield be up 
to present indications Camden alone will 
market the product from over 3,000 acres 
of the staple. This will be about the heav- 
iest growth of any eounty in the state. 
Camden’s crop is distributéd amongst a 
number of small planters and a few 
large ones. he largest growers and an 
estimate of the acreage they have under 
cultivation is as follows: 

Houston Clinch, 800 acres; D. P. Rose, 
700 acres; J. K. Bedell, 400 acres. 

The average yield per acre is about 
forty bushels and the average price 
per bushel will be about $1.00, thus giving 
to Camden county farm rice planters 
nearly $100,000 for this season’s crop. The 
most of this rice will go abroad. Glynn 
county will have a handsome yield of rice 
this season also, as everything so far 
has been favorable to it. James T. 
Dent is the largest planter and he has 
been very successful in recent years. 
The Shakers are also planters and they 
will make some money off this season's 
crop. The fact that for two or three sea- 
sons past the rice yield in this section has 
been good has encouraged the idea of es- 
tablishing a rice mill at Brunswick and 
a revival of such talk has been started 
here. ‘ 

Several parties of means who are fa- 
miliar with the situation have agreed to 
take stock and the mill idea may be put 
through at no very distant date.

TALKS ABOUT PORTO RICO. 


Governor Allen Reaches Canton, 0O., 
from Washington. 

Canton, O., July 21.—Governor Charles 
Allen, of Porto Rico, reached Canton 
from Washington today and left tonight 
for the east for a vacation. His mission 
here today was to present to the president 
the resolution passed by the Porto Rican 
legislature providing a system of local 
taxation for the island, such as under 
the act of congress entitles the island 
to free trade with the United States. The 
president’s official acknowledgment of the 
receipt of this resolution will be made 
July 26th, the anniversary of the landing 
of American troons in Porto Rico, when 
a proclamation will be issued declaring 
free trade between the United States 
and Porto Rico. 

“The question of my return to Porto 
Rico has not been deternfined,’’ said Gov- 
ernor Allen. “I went there at the request 
of the president, and when he is through 
with me he will doubtless let me know. 
I have not resigned. After the proclama- 
tion has been issued I expect to ask to be 
relieved, but the president may not be 
ready to relieve me just at that time.” 

Governor Allen is well pleased with the 
conditions in Porto Rico and anticipates 
a bright future for the islands. The 
people, he says, are taking kindly to the 
new regime. He says there is much en- 
thusiasm on the subject of education. 
The taxation plan adopted, he believes, 
is fully adequate to the needs of the 
islands.

Savannah, Ga., July 21.—(Special.)\—The 
deeth of Robert F. Westcott, which vuc- 
curred at Richfield Springs. N. Y., on 
Friday, recalls the fact that since the 
trial of Captain Oberlin Carter, U. S. A., 
by couitmartial, here in Savannah, four 
important witnesses for the government 
have died. These are Marion Twiggs, 
John M. Hall, 8S. M. Hale, and, on Friday, 
R. F. Westcott. 

Another witness, though not of such 
importance as the others named, killed 
himself in Philadelphia-a month ago. 
This was R. 8. Burnett. 

Twiggs. Hall and Hale were all im- 
portant witnesses for the prosedcution, 
and all of them appeared against Carter 
at the courtmartial. They were inspec- 
ters on the work at Savannah and Cum- 
berland gound, and they gave evidence 
to show and prove the breaches cf good 
faith in the execution of the contracts. 
One by one they have passed away. 
Westcott’s evidence was not given at the 
courtmartial. At that time, indeed, he 
was making every effort in his power to 
chield the defendant, who had married 
his daughter, from exposure and convic- 
tion, and was permitting to go unchal- 
lenged the statement that he had ad- 
vanced Carter large sums of money which 
that officer had been spending for the 
four or five years preceeding his arrest. 
At the preliminary hearing hefore Com- 
missioner Shields, in New York, upon the 
application for the removal of Green3 
and the Gaynors to Savannah. Westcott 
appeared as a witness against them. It 
Will -be possible to use the evidence of 
Mr. Westcott. given before the commis- 
sicner, it is teen in the trial of the case 
against Greene and the Gaynors von 
that cccasion counsel for the defendants 
had an opportunity to cross-examine the 
Witness, and they availed themselves at 
Rreat length of the privilege.

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NICHOLAS AND THE EDITORS. 


An Era of Reform Is Promised in 
Russia. 

St. Petersburg, Monday, 
grant of more liberal 
affords additional proof that lkmperor 
Nicholas has emancipated himself from 
the advisors who still hold the ideas 
which prevailed during the unhappy pe- 
riod that followed the murder o¢ the czar 
liberator, Alexander I. Thé foilowing ex- 
ample is given: 

A deputation o feditors, led by a coura- 
geous literateur who is no longer actively 
connected with the press, went tefore his 
majesty with their humble vetiiion, ‘‘Cive 
us a press law,’’ they pleaded. “Let it 
be as your majesty may deem prcper, but 
give us a law. Let us know where we 
stand. Free us from the ‘omination cf 
Officials whose will is their only law. 
Give us as much freedom as you can. We 
will not abuse it.” 

The emperor made a gruactous response. 
The editors and publishers >reathed a 
deep sigh of relief. But they were criiel- 
ly disappointed. The reactionary crowd 
gained the ear of the emperor. An arti- 
ficial agitation was started. The ma- 
chinery of government and the police 
was set in motion and the emperor was 
persuaded that fanatical elements cnly 
waited for the grant of a modicum of 
liberty in order to attack throne, altar 
and his own life. 

The law now granted will restore cour- 
age to the press. Hitherto one wai:ning 
from the censor has sent a panic through 
the editorial columns. Two have put 
them under the sword of Damocles and 
three was regarded as preliminary to ex- 
tinction, which was rarely long dclayéd. 
After three warnings the authorities cculd 
shut up the newspaper at any moment, 
Now, the first notice or warning will re- 
main in force only a year if a second aves 
not follow within the year; the second 
will expire within two years if there is 
not a third within that period and the 
thind will remain in force only three 
years. 

The acton with regard to the liberty of 
the press is taken by many to be a fore- 
runner of an era of ¢eform in Russia. 


VERY WARM OVER THE POW) 


Eighty-Eight Degirees in London.

London, July 21.—Over the greater part 
of the British isles the weather continues 
very hot. The temperature in London 
yesterday reached 88 degrees Fahrenheit.

An extraordinary number of persons 
have been struck by lightning in storms 
of short duration. Eight instances are

Rait, of New College, has 
edited the manuscripts, which have been 
published in a sumptuous volume—‘‘Lusus

King James ye First’’—with facsimile and 
frontispiece portrait. The discovery was 
made by Mr. Falconer Madan in 
course of preparing his catalogue of 
western MSS. The ‘‘poems and pleces”’ 
were in two MS. volumes, which were 
art of the collection bequeathed by Dr. 
hawitnces to the University of Oxford 
in 1755, but they were removed from that 
collection owing to their exceptional in- 
terest, and, having been placed in a 
large miscellaneous collection, eluded the 
vigilance of students. Their early history 
before they came into the hands of Dr. 
Rawlinson is unknown. 

The MSS., which are entirely in the 
handwriting of the royal poet, were nine- 
teen in number, and the twelve here given 
are now printed for the first time. hey 
are mostly verse. The first is a fragment 
of a masque. It is in the style of that 
of James’s earlier years, and may, Mr. 
Rait thinks, have been written in honor 
of the marriage of his favorite, the earl 
of Arran, in 1581. “An Admonition to the 
Maister Poete’’—Alexander Montgomer})— 
comes second. Montgomerie for a time 
occupied a high position at James's court, 
but afterwards lost favor, and his poem, 
“The Cherrie and the Sloe,”’ is, Mr. Rait 
tells us, almost the only Scottish contri- 
bution to the poetry of the end of the 
sixteenth century. here is a,‘‘Sonnet to 
Bacchus,” a poem “On Women,” which, 
like most of the other pieces in the col- 
lection, belongs to the early period of 
James's life; and a portion of the poem 
addressed to the Princess Anne of Den- 
mark, who became James’s wife.

An over ripe orange, for which he paid 
his last nickel, and which was being car- 
ried to his little sister, who. was ill, saved 
the life yesterdav of Andrew -:Dillon, a 
small negro boy who lives in Maryville, 
near Charleston. On his way home the 
boy was attacked by a vicious bulldog, 
which was frothing about the mouth 
and showing other symptoms of being 
mad. When the animal came rushing 
on him with his mad growls 
the. boy looked quickly for a 
stick, but there was no weapon 
of defense within reach. The dog made 
a sudden jump. Just as he did Dillon 
raised the orange in his right hand and 
hurled it. The dog was springing with 
his jaws open and the aim, which was 
wild, proved true. The orange went in 
the animal’s mouth and far into his 
throat. For a moment he gasped and 
gave a violent tw'tch, but the fruit 
stuck. In the meantime the boy made 
his escape. When he returned the dog 
was lying dead on the ground with the 
orange still in his throat. Death was 
due to strangulation and choking.

BOTH ARE QUITE SANGUINE 


Democrats Stand Good Chance To 
Win, They Say, but the Next 
Fight Must Be Made Along 
New Lines with 
New Men. 


Washington, July 21.—(Spectal.)—Sen- 
ator Joe Blackburn, of Kentucky, and 
former Senator Gorman, of Maryland, 
were in the city today and their meet- 
ing afforded an opportunity for a heart- 
to-heart talk on the political situation. 
Senator Blackburn is back in the sen- 
ate again after a forced vacation because 
the republicans slipped into power for 
a brief period in the Blue Grass state. 
Mr. Gorman was deprived of his seat 
in the senate, which he held for eight- 
een years, because the republicans got 
in their deadly work in his state, and 
inflicted upon the senate two republic- 
ans—the notorious Wellington and the 
foxy McComas. At the last election, 
the democrats in Maryland got together 
again and elected a democratic gover- 
nor and also a democratic legislature, 
If the democrats remain in control of the 
‘Terrapin’ state, Mr. Gorman hopes and 
expects to be returned to the senate as 
the successor of Senator Wellington, who 
just now seems to be a political out- 
cast so far as the two great national 
parties are concerned. 

While T am not at liberty to quote the 
actual conversation between Mr. Gor- 
man and Senator Blackburn, I violate no 
confidence in asserting that both of these 


gentlemen agree that the future prospects 
of the democratic party are exceptionally 
bright, providing the party leaders dis- 
card old and heretofore unsuccessful is- 
sues, and make the next presidential con- 
test upon an up-to-date and an aggres- 
sive platform. There is but little en- 
couragement, from a political stand- 
point, to be derived from a general ag- 
tack upon the administration’s Philippine 
policy. This government has gone so 
far in that direction that it is almost im- 
possible to suggest a practical remedy 
by which the American forces can be 
withdrawn from those Ifslands There 
are other questions nearer home and of 
greater interest to the American people 
which might be pushed to the front and 
made a party issue by the democrats. 
The tariff question offers an inviting 
field of operation for the democracy. The 
republicans are wide open on this sub- 
ject, and it is believed that a vigorous 
attack on the present law would appeal 
with especial force to a large majority 
of the American people at:this time. There 
are mary daring instances during the 
present. administration to show that the 
republicans, having beccme intoxicated 
by party success, have gone far be- 
yond the bounds of wisdom and discretion 
in the expenditure of the public reve- 
nues. Junketing parties in every di 
rection, both foreign and domestic, have 
been made, and are being made, at the 
public expense, persons are carriers on 
the govérnment pay rolls, who do not 
perform an honest day’s labor in a 
month, political criminals are permitted 
to evade prosecution, and all efforts to 
apprehend or bring to trial the offenders 
are laughed to scorn by the official au- 
thorities. 

Mr. Gorman, whecse nsme has frequent- 
ly been mentioned in connection with 
the democratic presidential possibilities, 
evidently has a deeper interest in.state 
than in national politics. He good- 
naturedly brushed aside the presidential 
topic by saying: 

“It tsa long way off before the demo- 
crats will be called upon to select a 
presidential candidate. At the present 
time 1 am engaged in looking after the 
interests of the democratic party at 
home. Over in Maryland we are endeav- 
oring to get our party lines formed so 
that Maryland may resume her former 
position in the democratic column, where 
she naturally belongs. We have some 
hard work ahead of us, but we are get- 
ting our forces into good shape, and we 
hope to retain the legislature and at the 
same time be in a position to give the 
electoral vote of.the state to the demo- 
cratic candidate for president whoever 
he may be.” 

As to the question of canéidates, Mr. 
Gorman was rot disposed to commit him- 
self. From the tenor of his remarks, 
it was apparent that he !s In favor of the 
selection of a new man with new issues 
for the campaign of 1908. 

Senator Blackburn {s not so enthustastic 
over Mr. Bryan as he was prior to the 
action of the Ohio convention. A few 
weeks ago the Kentucky senator was un- 
der the impression that Mr. Bryan would 
be the dominating factor in the next 
democratic national convention. His views 
in that direction have undergone a change 
recently and he now agrees that Bryanism 
and free silver are no longer winning 
issues. Senator Blackburn still main- 
tains a high personal regard for Mr. 
Bryan, but being a practical common- 
sense man, he realizes that there is no 
chance for the democratic party fo win 
a national contest on issues which a coun- 
try has twice repudiated and which dem- 
ocrats of almost every section admit are 
no longer worth fighting for. 

Sentaor Biackburn may take a promi- 
nent position on the democratic side of 
the senate, for the party needs a skill- 
ful and aggressive: leader in that body. 
His lone experience in the house and the 
senaie, together “vith his familiarity with 
parligmentary law and his personal popu- 
larity, should enable him to regain the 
position he occupied when he was dis- 
placed by a republican. 

There is in democratic circles a grow- 
ing sentiment in the direction of former 
Senator David Bennet Hill as a presi- 
dential possibility. Wherever you go and 
wherever the subject of national poli- 
tics Is discussed, the name of Mr. Hill 
comes to the front as the most available 
candidate of the democratic party. Prac- 
tical politicians agree that if the demo- 
crats hope to succeed in the rext national 
contest, they must go into the contest 
with a leader whose democracy cannot 
be questioned and one who has the cour- 
age and audacity to meet and combat the 
stone-wall organization of the republican 
party. In looking over the democratic 
field, it would be difficult to find a man 
‘who embraces all the qualities necessary 
for such 2 campaign as former Senator 
Hill. In spite of his personal character- 
istics, which, to some persons are not 
attractive, he is recognized throughout 
the country as an honest, courageous 
democrat, who believes in party organiza- 
tion and knows how to lead as well as 
hew to follow, when the occasion re- 
quires it. Some of the most astute pol- 
iticians are of the opinion that with Sen- 
ator Hill at the head of the ticket and a 
strong southern man as a running mate, 
the democrats would have an excellent 
chance of defeating Senator Fairbanks, 
| Senator Spooner, Vice President Roose-

Negroes Attempt To -Take Charge of 
a Town. 


WANTED TO AVENGE A DEATH 


Cleveland, Miss., Was Guarded All 
Night Long by White 
Citizens. 


Cleveland, Miss., July 21.—This morning 
at 1:30 o’clock a band of armed negroes, 
none of whom Were known, rode into 
Cleveland, stppped a party of three white 
men on the main street and made threat- 
ening demonstrations. Being called upon 
to identify themselves they answered by 
bringing their rifles into play. One of 
the negroes was killed on the spot, an- 
other was wounded and is reported to have 
been found this morning on the outskirts 
of town, and thé others escaped. They 
were all armed with winchesters and 
were well mounted. 

Excitement was at fever heat during 
the remainder of the night. Squads of 
armed men patrolled the streets until 
daylight. 


The trouble all grew out of the lynching 


of Jesse Phillips in the earlier part of 
the night. The negroes in this section 
are organized into “lodges,” ‘“‘secert or- 
ders,"’ “protective societies’’ and such, 
and as Phillips was a leader among them, 
it wes feared that an attempt would be 
made to avenge his death. 

The fact has developed that the kill- 
ing of young Reed was a studied scheme 
on the part of the negroes. 

The excitement of last night has entire- 
ly abated. It has been cecided that the 
breaking up of these negro organizations 
is necessary, and there is no doubt that 
this decision will be enforced. ‘The town 
is more quiet than is usually the case, 
even on Sunday. 


RIOT IN AN INDIAPOLIS PARK 


White Boys Chase Colored Ones In- 
side the Inclosure. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 21.—While 10,000 
people were crowded under the trees at 
Fairview Park tonight, a riot broke out 
between the “bungaloos,” a local crowd 
of white boys, and some colored bays. 
The whites chased the colored boys into 
the main pavilion, and when the’ officers 
of the park protected them the “bunga- 
loos” fired several shots and stoned and 
clubbed the crowd. The officers were 
powerless for two hours and telephoned 
to the governor for a company of mili- 
tia. Failing to get the governor, fifteen 
policemen were asked for and sent out. 
Charles Daniels, a by-stander, was shot 
through the neck, and may die. Two 
other young men were badly beaten with 
clubs and a dozen or more women and 
children were hit with sticks and stones. 

An old feud has existed between the 
white boys living in the western part of 
the city and the negro boys. This caused 
the riot. 


MYSTERY VERY NEAR CLEAR. 


Photograph and Affidavit May 
Cause Release of Ellis Glenn. 


Parkersburg, W. Va., July 21.—The 
mystery known as Ellis Glenn seems now 
to be in a fair way to be cleared up. To- 
day counsel for the defense _ received 
from Marietta a letter containing a pho- 
tograph of Elbert Glenn, taken in that 
city in 1896. with a sworn statement that 
the picture was taken there and that 
Elbert Glenn was a man. A comparison 
of the two photographs shows the great- 
est difference in the’ two people and 
strengthens the statement made a few 
days ago that Elbert Glenn was here 
in the courtroom and could be produced 
at any moment. The photograph shows a 
broad-shouldered, black-haired,  black- 
eyed man, with a long neck and large 
‘“‘Adam’s apple.’’ His hair is cOffse and 
hangs over his forehead on one side. He 
has a long nose and large ears and does 
not resemble the defendant in the least. 

The production of the picture has 
created quite a sensation here and the 
friends of the defendant are jubilant.

MOONSHINERS ARE FORTIFIED 


United States Marshal Has Sum- 
moned Every Deputy in the 
District and Will Lead the 
March Upon the 
Mountaineers, 


Nashville, Tenn., July 21.—Reports from 
Monterey, Tenn., today, near which place 
the internal revenue raiding pariy was 
ambuscaded by ‘‘moonshiners’’ Saturday 
morning, say excitement in that district 
is at a high pitch. The natives seem to 
have generally sided with the moonshin- 
ers, and Collector Bell deemed it advis- 
able to carry his posse to Cockeville to 
await the reinforcements which leave 
here tomorrow morning. avery deputv 
collector gnd deputy marshal in the dis- 
trict has ae summoned to join in the 
raid which is contemplated. The moon- 
shiners have boasted they would not be 
taken alive, and as they are well armed 
and fortified in the moyntains, a serious 
conflict Is expected. 

Collector Bell reports that one of the 
moonshiners, Frank Whittaker, has died 
of wounds received in Saturday's fight, 
and that another, Wil] Hall, had his leg 
amputated as a result of a Wound re- 
ceived in the same affray.

THE VIRGINIA DEMOCRACY. 


State Convention Meets at Richmond 
Next Month. 

Richmond, Va., July 13.—(Special.)—The 
state democratic convention will assemble 
in Armory hall, in the city of Norfolk, 
one month from tomorrow, Wednesday, 
August 14th, for the purpose of nominat- 
ing candidates. for governor, lieutenant 
governor and attorney general. 

The body will be composed of 1,467 dele- 
gates and there will be a great many 
spectators on hand to witness the pro- 
ceedings. 

Norfolk city is no novice in the matter 
of handling state conventions, and her 
people are going to make a grand suc- 
cess of taking care of this one. 

Captain W. W. Dey, chairman of the lo- 
cal democratic committee, has charge of 
the arrangements for the great gathering. 

Today the advance guard is beginning 
to pour into Norfolk, and by Tuesday af- 
ternoon most of the delegates and those 
interested in the proceedings of the con- 
vention will have arrived. 


Temporary Officers. 


The meeting of the state committee will 
be heli on Tuesday night for the purpose 
of selecting temporary officers for the 
convention. State Senator W. P. Barks- 
dale, of Halifax, will be made temporary 
chairman, while the office of temporary 
secretary will be filled by Colonel William 
Henry Mann, of Petersburg. 

The next regular work will take place 
in the several district conventions. Some 
of the district meetings promise to be 
very lively, and in several of them at 
least there will be spirited contests over 
the personnel of the members of the state 
committee. 7 

Ellyson to the Front. 

Chairman J. Taylor Ellyson will rap the 
great gathering to order, and it will get 
down to business without any unnecessa- 
ry delay. He will then read the list of 
temporary officers and the latter will as- 
sume, their duties. 

Pollard or Glass. 

When the afternoon session is called to 
order the committee on permanent organ- 
ization will submit its report at once, and 
when that is adopted the honors will be 
surrendered by the temporary officers 
Either Hon. Henry R. Pollard, of this 
city, or Senator Carter Glass, of Lynch- 
burg, will be made permanent chairman 
of the convention, and Judge W. 5S. 
Gooch, of Louisa, permanent secretary. 

The rest of the temporary organization 
will mose likely be made permanent. 

To Name Montague. 

Senator Glass or Colonel George C. Ca- 
bell, Jr., of Danville, both of whom are 
captivating convention orators, will nom- 
inate Mr. Montague. It is the opinion of 
many that no other name will be pre- 
sented for governor, but Mr. Swanson 
and Colonel Marshall may allow their 
claims to be laid before the body in order 
that they may address the convention and 
publicly indorse the nominee. 

Hon. R. Walton Moore, the brilliant 
young leader from Fairfax, will present 
the name of Colonel Willard for lieuten- 
ant governor and good speakers_will nom- 
inate the other candidates. 

When this office has been disposed of 
and the candidates have spoken, the great 
and only fight will come up over the at- 
torney generalship: Delegate A. C. Brax- 
ton, of Staunton, will name Major Ander- 
son, while it is probable that the claims 
of Senator Jeffries will be presented by 
Delegate John Strode Barbour, of his 
county. 

The convention will unanimously re- 
elect Mr. Ellyson chairman of the state 
committee. 

Fight for Attorney General. 

The only contest before the convention, 
so far as the officers to be nominated are 
concerned, will be that for attorney gen- 
eral. There are a half dozen aspirants, 
but the fight is between Senator Jeffries, 
or Culpeper; Major William A. Anderson, 
of Rockbridge, and Judge William Gordon 
Robertson, of Roanoke. The last named 
gentleman, who like Major Anderson is a 
distinguished lawyer and an influential 
member of the constitutional convention, 
only announced his condidacy this weék. 
The fact that he comes from the south- 
west, where Anderson was expected to 
develop a good deal of strength, may hurt 
the chances of the valley man and help 
Mr. Jeffries. The latter has been in the 
race from the start, has canvassed the 
entire state and the great majority of the

Fort Sill, O. T., July 21.—Disorder and 
distress will, it is feared, follow the 
actual opening of the Kiowa and Co- 
manche lands on August 6th. It is now 
estimated that fully 150,000 yeople will 
have -registered for a chance to secure 
one of the 13,000 claims fo be awarded 
by lottery when the registration books 
close on July. 26th. Thousands of persons 
now on the reservation who are neither 
mechanics nor artisans and who have 
little or no money, announce their Inten- 
tion of locating around Lawton if they 
fail to win a claim. Catmnrers, who came 
in ‘‘prairie schooners’’ by the thousands, 
generally brought with them provisions 
sufficient only to last from five to ten 
days.

Chief A. Q. Turner and his force of 
county police raided five different places 
almost in the heart of the city vesterday. 
afternoon. and made seven arrests. Near- 
ly all of those, taken into custody, it is 
said. were cavght red-handed. The pris- 
oners Were sent to the Tower during the 
2 fterncon. 

Chief Turner has haa this movement in 
contemplation for several davs, and put 
out his drag net yesterday. Some of his 
men were in citizen's clothes, that they 
might work up evidence without being 
discovered, while the remainder of the 
force were in uniform. 

The chief of the county police led the 
raids himself, and was assisted by Officers 
J. W. Chambers, S. R. Dunbar, W. A. 
Wright. W. J. Poole, J. L. Heard, George 
Matheson and D. N. Williams. 

The net wes spread about 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon, Ani all of the arrests were 
made shortly efter that hour. Those ar- 
rested gave in without a fight. so there 
were no exciting experiences. So well 
had the plans been laid that there was 
no time for ,esistance. 


What Chief Ball Says About It. 


When informed about the county chief 
of police making seven arrests in the city 
yesterday. Chief Ball said: 

If Chief Turner has made the arrests 
within the power of his lawful author- 
ity I am glad that he has given us 
his able assistance in looking after 
violators of the law, but at the same 
time I must admit that I am a little 
surprised that. he did not confer with 
me when he believed the law was being 
violated in the city, especially since 
he has been quoted in the public print 
as wishing to work “shoulder to shoul- 
der with the police of the city.”” While 
welcoming Chief Turner and his able 
corps as co-workers against lawless- 
ness within the city limits, I cannot 
help alluding to the fact that hardly 
a day or night passes but what my 
men are called upon to suppress dis- 
order outside the city IMmfits. There 
is much police ‘work to be done in the 
subirbs and I cannot see how Chief 
Turner, with his small force, can find 
time to“levote to the assistance of the 
city police. When he hears of any 
violation of law in the city if he will 
inform me of it I shall be only too 
glad to look after the matter. I have 
received the opinion of the city at- 
torney as regards the powers of the 
county police, and he says that the 
county police can make lawful arrests 
in the city only when they see the 
crime committed or have state war- 
rants. I sincerely trust that Chief 
Turner either saw the offenses com- 
mitted yesterday, or that he had war- 
rants for what he did, as I believe he 
does not wish to do anything unlaw- 
ful himself while endeavoring to en- 
force the law. If Chief Turner acts 
beyond his lawful powers, it will be 
a matter for the police boafd ani coun- 
ty commissioners to attend to. As I 
have said, however, I really think the 
county policé wil] have all they can 
attend to if they bring to justice alt 
the violators of law outside the city 
limits. 

Were Nearly All Negroes. 

With but two exceptions, the prisoners 
were negroes. At the soda water fount, 
ecrner of Decetur and Loyd streets, H. 
Palmer an4 C. M. Harrison, white men, 
were arrested charged with selling intox- 
icants. Several of the county police, in 
citizen’s clothes, went irto the place to 
ascertain exactly what kind of beverages 
were being disrensed over the counter, 
end the arrests followed immediately af- 
terwards.

They have cherge of a restaurant on 
Decatur street, near Pryor. Dem Turner, 
colored, who conducts a restaurant at 317 
Peters street. was among those arrested. 
Henry Parks, colored, who operates an 
eating house on Decatur street, near 
Courtland, was gathered in along witk 
the others, charged with selling other 
then soft drinks. P, W. Thompson, col- 
cored, who was found at 328 Decatur street, 
corapicted the list.

Police Gelieve Three Mysterious 
Negro Bandits Have Returned 
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ONCE CAUSED A SENSATION 


Three Footpads Who Waylaid Harry 
Roberts Believed To Be the Out- 
laws Who Were Operating 
in Atlanta a Year 


Ago. 
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The police believe that the three mys- 
terious negro highwaymen who caused so 
many startling sensations in Atlanta 
about a year ago have returned to the 
city. 

AS was stated in Saturday’s Consti- 
tution, three negro footpads waylaid 
Harry C. Roberts, a well-known young 
business man, while he was on his way 
home. Roberts fought the highwaymen 
with his fists, and being a trained ath- 
lete, he kept the negroes at bay until he 
could make a feint as if drawing a pis- 
tol He had plenty of time to look at 
the negroes and from his description of 
them the police have been led to say 
, that the highwaymen are the same three 
who held up and robbed a number of 
citizens last summer. 

The three mysterious negroes who were 
in the city last vear were always de- 
scribed as follows: One small, stout and 
black negro; one medium size brown ne- 
gro; and one tall yellow negro. This was 
exactly the kind of trio that waylaid 
Roberts last Friday night. 

When the robberies became _ so fre- 
quent twelve or fourteen months ago, 
Captain Jennings was put in charge of 
a special corps of officers, all dressed in 
citizens’ clothes. This special detail kept 
the city so well guarded at night that 
the three bandits decided to stop busi- 
ness and they suddenly ceased operations 
and were heard of no more. It was 
thought at the time that they had gone 
to some other city to carry on their 
lawlessness. 


Citizens Are Warned. 


It is for the nurpose of putting the citi- 
zens on their guard and to make them 
a little more careful how they go into 
dark and susnricious places late at night, 
especially if they have money oP valua- 
bles on their persons, that, the police 
have given out the statement that it is 
believed the trio of highwaymen have 
returned to Atlanta. 

When carrying on their nefarious call- 
ing last year the three negroes usually 
hid themselves in a dark place, generally 
close to an alley, and as soon as a mar 
came along who was alone they seized 
and held him. Two would do the hold- 
ing while the third rifled his pockets. 
The work was always done quickly and 
without any effort to injure the victim if 
he kept quiet and gave no trouble.

ORGANIZE UNION 


Officers Were Installed at Meeting « 


‘Hold Yesterday. 
THIRTY CHARTER MEMBERS: 


Board of Examjnation Has Already 
+ Been Appointed. 


ALL WEW MEMBERS MUST QUALIFY 


High Standard of Ability Required 
of the Men Who Would Join the 
Latest Labor Union. 


For the first time in about ten years 
“‘Atianta has a full fledged organization of 
union musicians. With appropriate cere- 
monies yesterday morning at Federation 
hall, all the officers of the Atlanta Fed- 
eration of Musicians, No. 148, were in- 
stalled, and the union is now ready for 
business, 

The complete list of officers of the new 
Organization is as follows: \ 

President, A. C. Wheeler; vice president, 
W. S. Miler; recording secretary, W. H. 
Conway; financial and corresponding sec- 
retary, Herbert Daly; treasyrer, Albert 
Miller; sergeant at arms, A. Jones. 

In addition to these, the union elected 
A. W. Jones, Everett Card, Albert Miller. 
A. Wolf and Eugene Moore delegates to 
represent the organization in the delib- 
erations of the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades, with which the union is affil- 
fated. 

The Atlanta Federation of Musicians, 
Wo. 148,is also affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor. 

W. 8S. Miller was selected to represent 
the musicians’ union on the general La- 
bor Day committee. 

Officers Were Installed. 

These officers were all elected at a 
meeting held last week, but th>y were 
not installed until yesterday. Jerome 
Jones, organizer for the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and chairman of the 
advisory board of the Atlanta Federa- 
tion of Trades, presided during the exer- 
cises of the installation. 

In a few brief, but appropriate, words 
he felicitated the musicians upon their 
successful organization, and predicted 
that the individual members would reap 
Many benefits which they had heretofore 
not enjoyed by reason of not having been 
organized. 

The new uhion begins with nearly thir- 
ty charter members.

PRIEST AND MINISTER, SAYS DR. GUNN, 


MAY NOT JOIN AT MARRIAGE SACRAMENT 


Father Gunn Delivers a Long 
Sermon: at Sacred ‘Heart 
Church 


WHERE TOLERANCE 
CEASES IN THE CHURCH 


Many Strong Sermons Delivered 
from Atwnta Pulpits Yester- 
day — Rev. R. J. Bigham 
Pracched at Trinity 
Methodist. 


At the Sacrea Heart cHurch, Father 
Gunn called attention to the abuse of re- 
ligious toleration and 
denounced in force- 
fm and téliling lan- 
guage the tendency 
to minimize adequate 
teaching to paliiate 
religious indifferent- 
ism and to tur 
Christianity into a 
bewildering jumble 
of conflicting, contra- 
dicting creeds. 

1 “Outside the Cath- 
olic church,’”’ Dr. 
Gunn said, ‘it 1s not 
uncommon to hear of 
union service, combi- 


mation service, com- 
bination revival and the like, where pas- 


tor and people of different sects and 
churches meet and preach and pray. I do 
not blanve them; they eafe consistent, they 
admit private judgment to its logical con- 
clusion and they only illustrate theory 
and practice blended in one grand re- 
ligious kaleidoscope. 

“In the Catholic church this ts not per- 
mitted. In charity we try ‘to be all to all. 
We are taught to ald ait and help all and 
be useful to all. Where there is want or 
suffering the Catholic knows no religious 
test. We are even taught to find excuses 
for the erros and the crimes and sins of 
others and urged to keep always in mind 
the words of the Master, ‘Judge not, that 
you be not judged,’ 

“But when it comes to questions of 
faith, of church, of doctrine and of dis- 
cipline then we become of all Christians 
the most intolerant. We cannot minimize 
the teachings of our church, we regard 
ag infallible, to bring them fnto line with 
the results and products of private judg- 
ment. The faith of non-Catholicg is not 
our faith, nor do we embrace it; their 
churches do not reperesent to us Christ's 
teachings, and hence we do not frequent 
them. We cannot join their revivals, 
unfon services and the like. We are Cath- 
olitcs ‘pure and simple and intolerant in 
matters of faith, belief and church as*we 
are about the rule of grammar, gravita- 
tion or the multiplication table. 

“This idea of unwavering adherence and 
fidelity to a fixed principle has many prac- 
tical applications and to a few of these 
let me call your attention. 

“Hirst, with regard to mixed marriages. 
We regard marriage as a sacrament, and 
we have our own teachings about it. 
Now. if a Catholic wants to be married by 
a priest, no minister of any denomina- 
tion, church or sect should be asked or 
permitted to interfere before, during or 
after the Catholic ceremony. If the min- 
ister must be there, then the priest must 
be absent. I have been often asked to 
share in this union—combination—mar- 
Tiage service. 

‘T have only one answer to give—the 
church does not permit me. I am here 
to carry out the church laws and not to 
make or unmake them. Some time ago 
I was asked where I would like ‘to line 
up’ in a marriage ceremony, where two 
ministers were to officiate. Perhaps I was 
looked upon as very oe yong and very 
intolerant, but If preferred to line out al- 


together. 

“For baptisms and funerals I have to 
say the same thing. The priest will not 
force his mjnistrations on any one; if he 
is invited to a Catholic baptism, wedding 
or funeral, it is on the ciear and distinct 
understanding that he alone is to conduct 
it: on no other condition may he accept, 
and on no other condition should he be 
invited. 

 meke these remarks because [I think 
thev are timely and uecessary. I make 
them in the sincerest hope that I shall 
never have to refer to to them again, 
and I want it known that if any scandal 
has been caused in the past by neglect of 
church discipline on this point, the priests 
had nothing to do with. it, except to de- 
plore it and to protest against it.”’

During his sermon, delivered yesterda 
morning at Trinity church, Rev. R, J. 
Bigham, presiding elaer of the south At- 
janta district, declared for @ More aggres- 
sive work by all churches. 

His text was: “And he saig unto the 
people, ‘Pass on and compass the city, 
and let him that is armed pass on before 
the ark of the Lord.’ ’’—Joshua vi, 7. 

He stated that in encient times the 
most precious religious possessions were 
always preceded by armed men, which in- 
dicated an aggressive spirit and one which 
it would be well to emulate in these days. 
He appeared to think that the preachers 
who were most persistent in their efforts 
to carry the teaching of the Bible to the 
people were the most successful. 

He went on to say that many preachers 
when they reached the age of forty, were 
not so active in their work as they had 
been at the beginniug of their religious 
labors. The same, he thought, Was true 
of physicians and lawyers. 

“There are,” he. said, ‘‘possibly 200 dpc- 
tors in Atlanta, but you haven't got 200 
practitioners. Of that f am sure. Some of 
them are actively at work, others have @ 
call occasionally, while some, I dare say, 
have no practice whatever. It is the same 
with other professions. Take the minis- 
try. We have in the Methodist church, 
south, some 6,000 men who are licensed to 
preach. How many vf that number are 
as active today as they were years ago,”’ 

He then went on to say that in order 
to carry on an aggressive crusade in the 
interest of the church there should be 
competent léaders. from this point he 
discussed the conditions of the various 
Methodist colleges throughout the south, 
and stated that many of these institutions 


, were not being kept up as they should be. 


Hig sermon wag an interesting one, and 
was delivered in an earnest, eloquent 
manner which held the attention of his 
hearers throughout. 
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The First Christian church was well 


filled to hear the discourse on the sub- 
ject “First Things First,’’ and to ‘break 
bread,”’ as is the custom in the Christian 
church on every Lord’s day.

“We are told that orde 
law. This is made clear in the account 
of the creation, and if we take a tele- 
scope and sweep the heavens we shall 
be impressed with the thought that God 
is still conducting His vast universe with 
that same law of order.

“In the service of God,’’ said Dr. Tup- 
per, “there are two methods that prevall, 
One, the only safe way, is the supreme 
love of God, which should always be the 
leading motive.

Col. Thomas will 
welcome the veterans, and speeches by 
other members and well known veterans 
will be had.

L. F. Livingston, a well known member 
of the regiment. It is hoped to have 
Co]. Livingston with the command again 
today. Judge W. L. Calhoun and Col. 


W. H. Hulsey are also members of the’ 


regiment who are always present at these 
reunions, and they always have some- 


thing to say to interest and encourage 
their old comrades. 

The speaking will be followed by the 
election of officers, and as has been the 
case for years, it is probable that all of 
the present officers will be re-elected.

At the conclusion of their business meet- 
ing the members of the regiment will 
adjourn to Grant Park, where they will 
take a reminiscent look over Fort Wal- 
ker and the neighboring breastworks, 
after which they will enjoy a basket 
dinner and more reminiscenses in the 


park. 
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At the morning service Rew A. R. Hol- 
derby preached from the text, Marke v, 
33: “And when He was come tn, He saith 
unto them, why make ye this ado and 
weep? Gtve place, for the damsel is not 
dead, but sleepeth.”’ 

“Iam not here this morning to preach a 
funeral sermon,” said Dr. Holderby. “I 
am glad that there is no occason for a 
sermon of that character, but I feel con- 
Strained to speak on the subject of funer- 
als and funeral reform’. Mourning over 
the death of our loved ones and showing 
respect to their memory are the natural 
impulses of the human heart, 

“Much of our grief on such occasions 
is of that sort, It is painful enough to 
have grief in our bereavements without 
regrets and needless sorrow. 

“If we believe our friends who die are 
safe—if they have entered into a life 
of joy and glory, if they have exchanged 
earth for heaven, then why should we 
mourn? Why should we make this ado 
and weep since our departed ones are ‘not 
dead, but sleeping.’ Death is but a sleep , 
to God's people. They will awake in the 
morning of the resurrection, 

‘“‘Let us remember the injunction of the 
apostle in his letter to the Thessalonians, 
‘But I would not have you to be ignorant, 
brethren. concerning those which are 
asleep, that ye sorrow not even as others, 
which have no hope.’ 

“I cannot forbear at this point from 
Saying a word as to the outward manifes- 
tation of grief by wearing the habiliments 
of mourning. The church especially needs 
to reform at this point. 

“It would seem to be inconsistent in 
Christians to wear the emblems of mourn- 
ing if they believe their departed friends 
are in glory. Why should it be necessary 
for them to carry around with them the 
constant reminders of their loss? The 
wearing of mourning ts intended as a 
mark of respect for the dead, we are 
tokl. But can we not love and respect 
the memory of our departed without such 
Outward manifestations? 

“The church should encourage a reform 
in this matter, because of the needless ex- 
kense to which people are put tn conform- 
ing to a custom for which there is no ne- 
cessity.”’ 
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Rey. Dr. Landrum preached yesterday 
morning to his congregation at the First 
Baptist church on the virtue of economy, 
basing the subject on Christ’s words in 
John vi, 12: “Gather up the fragments 
that remain that nothing be lost.” 
“Christ taught and practiced economy,” 
remarked the minister, ‘after an exhibi- 
tion of limitless riches. Five thousand 
men had just been fed by His inexhausti- 
ble beneficence. Resources incalculable 
and infinite were at the Lord’s command. 
The wants of the world, ten times multi- 
plied, could not impoverish the output of 
His beneficent supply. And yet the Christ 
who laid all nature under contributton to 
Satisfy His people's tempora] deficiencies 
taught the homely virtue of economy. 
God in nature, as well as in Christ, is 
economical, Nature never lets go one 
atom of matter, one unit of organized 
being. Nature abhors waste; she allows 
an infinite variety of changes, but never 
destruction. You catinot burn up a. log 
of wood; that is to say, annihilate it. Fire 
changes its form into liberated gases, into 
smoke, into the residuum of ashes, but 
the wood still exists. Not a drop of rain 
is destroyed. It disappears only some- 
where else to reappear. . The Mississippt 
river, washing away its banks on one side, 
builds them up on the other. The mud it 
carries in its turbid current, deposited at 
its mouth, forms its delta. Leaves wither 
and fall, but, enriching the ground, they 
rise again in the emerald verdure of an- 
other spring. Mold on the mountain, 
washed down by the winter’s flood, fer- 
tilizes the meadows and va Jeys below. 
“Economy is a patriotic duty. A Chi- 
naman, it is said, lives on what an Ital- 
lan throws away, an Italian on what a 
Frenchman throws away; a Frenchman 
on what an Englishman throws away; an 
Englishman on what an American throws 
away. What the American throws away 
in vices is simply enormous, The nation's 
liquor bill almost staggers the imagina- 
tion to compute. Economy is pre-eminent- 
ly a Christian duty. Extravagance is pe- 
cullarly wicked in a disciple of the hum- 
ble, homeless Savior. For htm there is: 
swift and certain condemnation !f he £0 
beyond moderation in the matter of food 
or raiment, place of abode, the manner 
of life or course of conduct. Plain liv- 
ing and high thinking, involving the su- 
premacy of the spirit and the suboniina- 
tion of the senses, should be his motto 
and the measure of his life. It is not for 
the Christian to imitate in this sensuous 
age, the excesses of the godless rich 
whose ‘god is their belly, and whose end 
is destruction.’ ’”’ 
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Rey. William J. Holtzchaw, the pastor, 
preached on “Constancy and Courage in 
Well-Doing,” using as a text Gal. vi, 9: 
“And let us not be weary in well doing; 
for in due season we shall reap tf we faint 
not.’’ 

Dr. Holtzclaw said tn part: 

“Human nature has always been the 
same and always will be as long as time 
lasts. One of the greatest dangers that 
confronts every Christian and every 
church is the disposition to feel that be- 
cause it has been smooth sailing for a 
time it will always remain so. Simon 
Peter boasted of hig faith and loyalty, but 
in a few hours stumbled over a weakness 
to which he seemed totally blind. The 
Galatian church had once run well but 
through false teachers they had suffered 
themselves to be turned away from the 
simplicity of the gospel. Paul seeks to 
bring them back by laboring to impress 
upon them the duty of relying upon 
Christ for acceptance without any refer- 
ence to the deeds of the law. He en- 
deavored to inculcate the principles of ex- J 
perimental and practical religion. 

“We might ask the question, What is 
well-doing? It cannot be confoun}ed {fn 
any way with evil-doing. God's people 
are commanded to ‘shun the appearances 
of evil.’ Indtfference ts evil-doing. 
Thoughtlessness is one of the meanest 
forms of evil-doing. Resoiving is not well- 
doing. Millions of resolutions are stt}l 
unkept. Professing is not doing good al- 
ways, for it May become the source of 
much evil. One gon in the gospel] said to 
his father, ‘I go, sir,” but went not. It is 
better not to resolve than to cause others 
to lose confidence in us by our failure to 
carry out the resolution. Feeling is not 
always doing good or well-doing. The 
text refers to what we do and practice. 
Well-doing must respect ourselves. It 
supposes that we have been genuinely 
converted and have ceased from the evil 
of our ways. No soul is capable of well- 
doing in the ways of evil and depravity. 
He who has professed Christ as a per- 
sonal Savior and getill walks in the ways 
of darkness ig not growing In ‘grace and 
the knowledge of the truth.’ "’

HALL ACCOUNTS 


Will de Three Weeks Before Investi- 
gation ts Completed. 


TIME LONGER THAN THOUGHT 


Councilmen Are Anxious To Get Re- 
port from Fero. 


NEW SYSTEM WILL BE RECOMMENDED 


Not Expected That Anything Wrong 
Will Be Found in Any of the 
City Hall Books. 


The matter of going through the city’s 
books and examining the system and de- 
tail of the accounts is not so easy a task 
as it was thought it would be at the out- 
set. 

D. 8. Fero and his assistants, sent here 
by Haskins & Sells, of New York, to 
make the examination, have been work- 
| ing on the books in the city hall now for 

a month or more, though when they 
started it was thought three weeks or a 
month would finish the job. 

According to reports at the city hall it 
will be at least three weeks longer be- 
fore the work is done and a report made 
to council. Mr. Fero is quoted as say- 
ing that the job ts a losing’one from his 
standpoint, the accountants having con- 
tracted to do the work for $1,500. 

It is possible the report of the experts 
may go before council at the first meet- 
ing in August, though it may be delayed 
until the middle of the month. The re- 
wort, it is said, will contain recommen- 
dations as to systems of accounting to be 
employed in the different departments of 
the city hall. Haskins & Sells have a 
system of accounting which will, no 
doubt, be recommended and the city ask- 
ed to purchase the right to use it. They 
have put this system into the accounts of 
many concerns in the south, and various 
claims are made with regard to its ad- 
vantages. 

It is said some minor errors of book- 
keeping have been discovered in some of 
the offices, but there are no discrepancies 
except such as would be found in the or- 
dinary conduct of almost any business. 


*. , Council did not expect to find anything 


radically wrong with any of the books 
when the Investigation was ordered. The 
object was more for the pfirpose of dis- 
covering defects in the system or the va- 
rious systems employed than for any 
other purpose. 

“I did not expect that anything wrong 
would be found in the accounts of any of 
the city officials,” said a member of 
council. “I desired to see this investiga- 
tion made more for the purpose of get- 
ting the recommendations these expert 
accountants may make than for any 
other reason. I do not believe anything 
wrong whatever will be discovered. At 
the same time, if we have a lax system of 
keeping accounts there is always more 
possibility of it, and this is a thing we 
want to avoid. I, for one, shall await 
the recommendations to be made with a 
great deal of interest.”
